“Our pledge is that we will 
wark to see that every penny in 
this budget is spent wisely and 
efficiently,” Gilligan said.

Local-Level Legal Records 
Said In Danger Of Decay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Thou­ 
sands of Americans each year 
thrill to the sight of the nation’s 
sacred 
documents—the 
Con­ 
stitution and Declaration of In- 
dependfnce which are proudly 
and carefully maintained in the 
National Archives. 
What they don’t see are the 
thousands upon thousands of le­ 
gal records, many dating to co­ 
lonial times, that lie moulder­ 
ing and disintegrating in the 
dusty basements of courthouses 
til roil ghout the country. 
According to the American 
Society for Legal History and 
officials at the National 
Ar­ 
chives, these documents will be 
useless in 
IO to 15 years—a 
crisis threatening the source of 
research into the nature and 
development of the nation. 
The society, headed by Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania law 
professor George L. Haskins, is 
in the midst of a drive to pre­ 
serve 
and 
reorganize 
these 
documents through a proposed 
federal preservation act. 
Robert M. Ireland, University 
of Kentucky history professor 


and executive assistant of the 
society, says the need for such 
a law is imperative. 
‘ ‘ F e d e r a l legislation is 
needed,” Ireland says, “to in­ 
sure the preservation of these 
records, which are often prayed 
upon by mildew and autograph- 
seekers or even destroyed by 
government 
officials 
them 
selves in order to conserve 
space.” 
There is also a related prob­ 
lem, private citizens who are 
often more aware of the docu­ 
ments’ importance than govern 
ment officials and steal them. 
Ireland and the national ar 
chives officials say the problem 
goes well beyond saving a few 
yellowing papers or even pro­ 
viding information for lawyers. 
What is being lost, they ex 
plained, is the raw material o:‘ 
history—the 
essential 
back 
ground that explains the na 
tion’s past and provides in 
sights into where the nation is 
now and where it is going. 
The society and cooperating 
archives officials have erne up

NFW DELHI (AP) 
— Paki­ 
stan’s new civilian president, 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, today un­ 
derlined his pledge to regain 
his country’s lost eastern terri­ 
tories by naming an East Paki­ 
stani vice president. 
Bhutto’s choie, 
77-year - old 
Nun] Amin, demonstrated the 
inability of the government in 
West Pakistan to rally signifi­ 
cant support among the leaders 
of the new stae of Bangla Desh 
which the Indian army freed in 
the two-week war. 
In the National 
Assembly 
election a year ago. Amin, a 
political foe of Sheik Mujibur 
Rahman, won one of the two 
Fast 
Pakistani 
seats which 
were not taken by Sheik Mu- 
jib’s 
Awami 
League. 
The 
Awa mis won 167, a majority in 
the assembly. 
Sheik Mujib has been a pris­ 
oner in West Pakistan since 
last March, and Bhutto has giv­ 
en no indication what he would 
do about him. 
Three days after India in­ 
vaded East Pakistan on Dec. 4, 
th e n-President 
Agha 
Mo­ 
hammed Yahya Khan named 
Amin prime minister-designate 
and Bhutto to be his deputy 
prime 
minister 
and 
foreign 
minister. They were to take of­ 
fice this week, but after the 
loss of East Pakistan Amin 
said he could not accept the 
prime ministership. 
Bhulto. leader of West Paki­ 
stan’s largest party, became 
president Monday after Yahya 
resigned. The new president an­ 
nounced 
Monday 
night 
that 
Yahya and six other senior gen­ 
erals would be retired and that 
Lt. Gen. Gill Hasson Khan, 
chief of the general staff, would 
be the new army commander. 
Bhutto said Yahya is still in 
Pakistan 
and 
is 
not under 
house arrest. He did not elabo­ 
rate. A number of West Paki­ 
stanis have demanded that he 
be put on trial for losing the 
war. 
In a broadcast Monday night, 
Bhutto vowed to retake the loet 
eastern territory and warned 
India her “days in East Paki­ 
stan are doomed to fail.” Later 
he told a news conferene 
he 
wanted to be on good terms 
with India, but the Indians 
must pull out of the occupied 
territory before he will nego­ 
tiate with them.

The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. William S. Moorhead, D-

old practice of news briefings 
in connection with the release 
of the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics unemployment and cost-of- 
living figures. Moorhead’s pan­ 
el urged Hodgson to reinstate 
the briefings, calling them im­ 
portant to the understanding of 
economic 
data 
by 
newsmen, 
businessmen, investors, and all 
levels of government. 
Proxmire, in a statem ent re­ 
u s e d this morning, was criti­ 
cal of several areas of the ad­ 
ministration but zeroed in on 
the Labor Department, too. 
“ It is time to stop this bla­ 
tant politicizing of the economic 
indicators,” Proxmire said. He 
also recommended resumption 
of the news briefings.

to

nonlegal m arriage ceremony. I 
have two somewhat sim ilar (but 
somewhat different situations. 
One was a woman who could 
not m arry the father of her 
yet unborn child because the 
man’s divorce would not be fi­ 
nal until after

due. 
A lawyer recommended 
that they get a m arriage license 
and that I m arry them, even 
tho the legality of the m arriage 
would be challenged.

phene voluntarily provided the agency 
with the test results showing a possible 
,link to brain damage. 
So. while both industry and gov ern­ 
ment researchers take a more thorough 
lock at hex achlorophene, the best ad­ 
vice for bathing babies seems to be 
to do what Grandma used to do. Use 
soap.

Well, what do you know. A new 
c l e a n i n g 
substance

discovered. It’s called soap. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
has sent letters to 600,000 doctors and 
other 
health 
professionals 
warning 
them of possible ill effects from using 
hexachlorophene. 
h'uch products have been in use in 
hospital nurseries and by mothers in 
bathing infants for 22 years. Recent 
tests show hexachlorophene enters the 
bloodstream 
of 
infants 
and 
in 
laboratory tests has been identified as 
a cause of brain dam age in animals. 
Products contining hexachlorophene 
have not been ruled off the m arket 
by 
the 
PDA 
action. 
Companies 
m anufacturing the formulations have 
30 days in which to respond, and six 
months to 
prove 
hexachlorophene s 
effectiveness as a germ-killer. 


“ Recent 
studies,” 
said 
the 
FDA 
warning, ‘confirm absorption into the 
bloodstream when such products are 
used for daily bathing of infants and 
adults. Since this use has not been 
shown to be safe and it is only possibly 
effective, it is contraindicated at this 
time, except under the direction and 
care of a physician.” 
Actually, the FDA had little to do 
with t h e ’findings leading up to its ac­ 
tion. One of the leading m anufacturers 
of 
cleansers 
containing 
hexachloro­ 
phene voluntarily provided the agency 
with the test results showing a possible 
.link to brain damage.

Peace Corps To Cut Force 
Due To Cuts In '72 Budget 


WASHINGTON CAP) — The 
Peace Corps faces a one-third 
reduction in its volunteer force 
and 
possible 
cancellation 
of 
program s in 15 nations because 
of congressional action. 
In its last hour Friday, the 
Congress passed a continuing 
resolution that would give the 
Corps a budget of $72 million, 
$10 million below the adminis­ 
tration request. 
The continuing resolution was 
necessary because the Senate 
did not act on the appropria­ 
tions bill passed by the House. 
Both Houses passed an author­ 
ization 
bill 
giving the corps 
$77.2 million, but the House ap­ 
propriated only $68 million. 
The corps hopes that when 
Congress reconvenes Jan. 18, 
the Senate will approve the full 
$77.2 million, and that a confer­ 


ence committee would accept 
that figure. It appears unlikely, 
however, that the House would 
approve the full amount. 
In the meantime, the corps 
must make decisions based on 
the $72 million appropriation in 
the continuing resolution, which 
expires Feb, 22. 
Affected 
by the low appro- 
pration are some 600 highly 
specialized 
volunteers 
who 
were to be sent overseas. One 
informed source said they now 
“will 
be 
disinvited 
and 
the 
countries will be told they are 
not coming.” 
The volunteers included con­ 
struction engineers and diesel 
machanics who were to go to 
Africa for a road-building proj­ 
ect, a forestry expert who also 
was to work in Africa and pub­ 
lic administrators going to Lat­ 
in America.

Descriptions of God’s will or 
acts are presented as if ap­ 
plicable both before and since, 
a continuous activity beckoning 
toward a further goal, glimpsed 
by men only momentarily as 
it breaks in from the horizon 
ahead. 
Christ appears as the “center 
or focal point toward whom and 
from whom all being 
flows,” 
says Catholic theologian George 
A. Maloney. “He becomes the

The most fa miliary portrayal

In 
Johns 
account,

Radio Hanoi said 1st Lt. Sam­ 
uel Richard Vaughan, 26; sus­ 
tained leg wounds when he was 
shot down and captured in the 
Tan Lac area of Hoa Binh 
Province.
